SHANGHAL CUSTOMS 
REVENUE 





Substantial Increase in January 
Owing to Rush of Imports 


As was only to be expected, the 
Custoras revenue collected in Shang- 
hai during January shows a very 
substantial inerease over the corres.| 
ponding month a year ago. This, of 
course, is largely due to the rush| 
by importers to et their earxo in| 
prior to the enforcement of the new 
scale of duties, but it ix significant] 
that all branches of revenue are Up.

Regulations by the Social Bureau Governing Employer and, 
Employee: Losing Businesses Unable to Stop 





‘The definitely anti-capita 
trend whieh has been observed in| 


Uhe setions of the Bureau of Social] y, 


Affairs of the Shanghai (Chinese 
Territory) Municipality in connee-| 
tion not only with the strike at the: 
Sun Sun Co., but also in the inter- 
ference offered by the bureau in the 
‘settlement of the French Tramways 
strike and others, is clearly shown in| 
the Inbour regulations issued by th 
dureau at the beginning of the year 
and which are now in force, In 
these regulations the employee is 
favoured at the expense of the em-| 
ployer, whether right or wrong, and| 
the Social Bureau is given the last 
word in any dispute no matter how] 
trivial, Conditions upon which an} 
‘employer may dismiss an employee 
fare rigidly laid down, and even sus- 
pension of business by any industrial 
concern on account, say, of heavy] 
osses, is only permitted after the 
bureau has given its sanction and the

In a nutshell, a book of regula-| 
tions has been issued by the govern- 
mental sanction of the Municipality 
of Greater Shanghai which, if en 
foreed in its entirety, creates under 
the Social Bureau a vast and power-| 
ful body of labourers, amon whom 
Iabour unions are to have preference, 
and deprives the employer of every.

Some Good Points 


Improvement in the cunditions of 
labour in Shanghai are made com- 
pulsory by these regulations, which| 
are drawn up under four headings:

Turning to’ the treatment of 
employees, we find that each one, 
must be jriven an agreement out- 
Jining the nature of the work for 
which he is engaged, his hours, the 
term of his engagement, and his rato 
of wages. When there is a choico 
botween a union member and a non- 
union member the regulations ‘say 
that preference must be given to tho 
‘union member, and on the expiration 
of the agreement, should the em- 
ployor not desire to renew it, a 
report on the ease must be made

Robber Killed, Three Police, 
Four Pedestrians Wounded 


Three Chinsee policemen in the 
Police Hospital, suffering from bulles| 
‘wounds in the legs, four pedestrians 
shot in the logs, and the body of a 
‘robber in the Public Mortuary, were 
the results of a running battle of 
more than a mile in length between 
armed robbers and police on Fe 
ruary 3 in the Harbin Road district, 
in which 95 shots wore fired by the 
police and nearly that many by the: 
robbers. None of the police nor the 
pedestrians are believed to be fatally 
weunded, although complications 
may set in. 

‘The alfair began with an armed 
robbery at 1208 Dixwell Road, near 
‘Urge Road, within 300 yards of the, 
Harbin Road station, at about 4.30) 
pam., when threo men entered the 
rico'shop situated nt that address. 
and robbed the complainants of 
about $60. A shop assistant in- 
formed a C.P.C, in the vieinity, and 
from there on the trail was’ well 
‘marked with live and exploded 
cartridges, spots of blood on the 
roads, and coins which the robbers: 
dropped as they seampered away. 

‘As soon as the assistant saw them 
turn into an alleyway east of Dix. 
well Road, he told the C.P.C., who 
as he blew his whistle, gave chase, 
Comrades joined him and they 
followed the yang trough tho alley- 
way into Harbin Road, only a few 
yards from the station, 


‘Two Constables Wounded 
‘Turning down East Kashing Road, 
the armed men Inid a trap for the 
police, taking refuge in a riesha 
hong,’ From this protected point of 
vanttgo, they opened fire on the 
police who now numbered four, The 
Police returned firo, but as they were 
‘exposed, they made yond targets 
while the gang wore sheltered, ‘Tw 
Chinese constables wore struck at! 
this spot, and while atention was 






































diverted to them, the robbers made 
off, Tn all about 25 shots were 
fired during the course of this, 
ncounter. 


‘The police, who were now rein-| 
forced by the addition of other eon. 
stables, were somewhat behind the| 
robbers, one of whom is believed to| 
have deeamped into an alleyway 
fter running north on Mukden Road 
and east on Ursa Road, away from 
the scone of the robbers: 

‘The remaining two robbers hurried 
along Urga Road to Point Rond,| 
where they shot several times at a 
constable on point duty, whom they 
took unawares, the posse being no-| 
where insight. Although he drew, 
Nis pistol and ‘fred several rounds, 
there nro no indications that the 
ificer's fire was effective. Ie com- 
nandecred a passing riesha and fol- 
owed ther alone, but warned others 
with his whistle

Tn his possession they 
found a .22 calibre pistol of Freneh| 
make, a partly emptied magazine, a 
filled’ magazine and a number ‘of 
cartridges: loose in his pocket, and
